The only remaining subject of which our
space will permit us totreat is that of pardona.
To Governor Geary belongs the oredit of being

the firat Governor of Pennsylvanis who was
willing to open the booka of pardons and pub-
lish to the people exaotly who have been par-
doned, what for, and by whom they were re-
oommended. Appended to the message is a
fall list of all the conviots pardoned, a history
in brief of the case, and the namen of the most
prominent gentlemen who sigued their appli-
ostions. This i as it should be, as in the ex
eroise of so high a prerogative which the
people vest in his hands, the Governor ought
to give an account of {ts exsrolse. 1623 appli-
cations for pardons have been made during
1868, of which 106 were granted—about six
and a half per oent. In using the power the
(iovernor has been wexceadingly oareful, and
we think a great majority of those pardoned
merited clemency. The message conoclades
with an admirable snmming-up of the vondi-
tion of tiie nation and State, both politicsl and
gocial, and sees in the election of (eneral Grant
the dawn of that day when all controversies
“will be settled on fundamental principles.”
Taken as & whole, there has rarely been a
meszage that will give more general satiafao-
tion, both for its contents and the manuer in
which they are expressed.

An Opportunity for Feonomy.

By the annunal report of the Government
printer, it appears that the aggregate cost of
the prioting aud bindiog doune at the Govern-
ment office daring the year ending Septamber
30, 1868, was 81,504,513, which fs $126,07
less than the expense incurred the previous
year, and pearly & million dollars below that
of the year 1505. This is certainly a very
satisfactory exbibit, but we think the next
report of the Government printer could bas
made still more palatable to taxpayers. Take
the Patent Ofiice report, for instance. The
report for 1867 ia now being printed, but will
pot be ready for distribation wuntil
after the  close of the present
session of Congress. It has been comprassed,
as we are told, within the smallest possible
limits, and yet is swelled ont into three large
octavo volumes of nine huudred pages sach,
one-balf of the whole work oonsiating of
“handsomely engraved illustrations of ma-
chinery, ete.” The orders of Congress fop
tbis expensive document run up to 61,650
vulumes, 50,000 of which, it is sa‘e to say, will
find their way into bake-shops and trunk
manufaotories in the conrse of a year or two.
The report for the year 1565, the engravings
for which are now being exeonted by the for-
tunate contractor, will be even more formida.
ble than that for 1807, as it has been found
fmpoesible to “‘compress’ it into less than four
enormous aud elegantly illastrated volumes-
